*Creation of an in- 
dependent office of con- 
sumer advocate to fight 
rate increases sought by 
Ohio utility corporations. 

*Enactment of leg- 
islation encompassing the 
“lifeline” concept. Utility 
companies now charge 
customers on the basis of 
the more consumed, the 
lower the rate. The “life- 
line" e-eeept partially re- 
verses such a rate struc- 
ture, encouraging con-

*Opposition to Senate 
Bill 404. The bill proclaims 
to protect “trade secrets,” 
however, the bill would 
allow utilities to withhold 
from PUCO any facts or 


; data that “would be to the 


economic disadvantage of 
the utility.” 

*The labor groups 
agreed that the UAW and 
the AFL-CIO should study 
the feasibility of forming a 
new statewide utility coal- 
ition. 

The above policy was 
drawn up by a joint com- 
mittee of the labor groups. 

At the opening session 


Aug. 16, conference del- 
ates learned that Colum- 
bia Gas System will make 
at least a 65 per cent cut- 
back in industrial gas 
available for this winter. 

James G. McKee, chair- 
man of the board of direc- 
tors of the company, pre- 
dicted the curtailment and 
said, “In my humble 
Opinion, | feel it will be 
greater than that before 
Nov. 1.” 

A natural gas cutback of 
this size could force up to 
60,000 Ohioans out of 
work, government officials 
predicted. 

McKee also said the 
demand for natural gas 
has “outstripped” the sup- 
ply for the past eight years 
with the result there is not 
enough gas to meet 
demands. 

McKees’ remarks came 
while he participated in a 
panel discussion on fuel 
availability; other panelists 
were Robert S. Ryan, 
executive secretary of the 
Ohio Energy Emergency 
Commission and energy 
adviser to Gov. James A. 

hodes, and U.S. Sen. 

irch Bayh (D-ind.). 

Bayh attacked McKee’s 
statements and charged 
the oil and gas companies 
with triggering the 
production shortages in or- 
der to raise prices. He 
proposed to the con- 
ference a plan for de- 
regulation of natural gas 
that included setting the 
same ceiling price for in- 
trastate and interstate gas 
and extension of the 
Alaska pipeline to the mid- 
west. 

Bayh also urged that 
prices should be increased 
on gas from new wells as 
an incentive to drill and to 
stimulate the industry, and 
that legislation be passed 
that would force fuel com- 
panies with large land 
leases to either explore for 
new wells or. lose their 
leases. 

U.S. Sen. John Glenn (D- 
Ohio) addressed the labor 
conference and predicted 
an “employment disaster” 
in Ohio this winter if the 
needed gas is not ob- 
tained. 

Commenting that Ameri- 
cans waste about 25 per 
cent of their energy, he 
urged conservation of

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Blacks Proclaim Concern 


During Institute Ceremony —

The Columbus Technical 
Institute bolstered urban 
renewal within the com- 
munity “With ground- 
breaking and building 
dedication ceremonies last 
Wednesday, 

A gathering of about 50 
city” officials, teachers, 
school board trustees, and 
others attended the 
dedication of a $1.5 million 
Educational Resource 
Center and a $4,5_ million 
Health and Academic 
Facility, which preceded 
the ground-breaking of a 
“Phase. iV Building. 

Among honored 
speakers at the cere. 
monies was Mayor 
Tom Moody, who stated 
that the progress made by 
the 38-acre institute 
marked a “magnificent oc- 
casion" for the school as 
well as the community. 
“This institution needs the 
people who want to im- 
Prove themselves to im- 
Prove their community. 

After the ceremonies, 
black students, whose at- 
tendance was sparse, or 
from a distance, provided 
the CALL-POST with 
“ground-breaking __in- 
formation pertaining to 
their plight as CTI 
students.” 

Asking a group of about 
10 students to air their 
comments on the day's ac- 
tivities, it was noted that 


the administration's 
dedication of the two 
buildings will not have 
“any positive overall effect 
on us a8 black students, 
either collectively or in- 


dividually.” 
“It reminds me of 
segregation in the 


bedroom,” Leo Stanley, 38, 
Stated, “You can sit on top 
of the covers, but you're 
not allowed under the 
sheets.” 

Though some of the 
students were not aware of 
a@ complaint filed with the 
Civil Rights Commission 
by a fellow black student, 
charging the school with 
alleged discrimination 
practices, most stated 
“they would not be sur- 
prised if legal action was 
taken.” 

Complaints voiced by 
students include lack of 
facilities for blacks, black 
counselors and _ ad- 
ministrators who could 
help attain funding for 
more black activities on 
campus. 

Although the school has 
a Black Coalition, students 
protested that it is con- 
sidered ‘a figurehead 
organization." Eddie Poin. 
dexter, 21, stated that the 
coalition is weak because 
of lack of funding from the 
school. He added that the 
administration transferred 
the organization's funds 
into the student services 
account in 1974, 


“When the group asked 
for a loan to sponsor an 
activity, administrators 
refused to grant it, even 
though part of that money 
belongs to us," he said. 


Though apathy among 
black students is repor- 
tedly high, students were 
quick to note 
teachers, have a “come 
and go attitude” among 
their own colleagues, 
which subsequently affects 
motivation” “and course 
achievement of the student 
in the classroom 


“The black teacners tnat 
do come here do not stay 
for an extended period of 
time,"" Bennious Smith 
remarked. She added that 
most teachers have other 
jobs and teaching at CTI is 
considered “only an ex- 
perience which is added to 
their credentials.” 

Students expressed little 
Optimism for progressive 
change in the near future, 
primarily because the in- 
Stitute is not a four- year

No Crusades 


In 1975, Cleveland is key example of a 
community floundering in a tidal 
wave of lawlessness. Latest FBI statistics 
indicate that one out of 2,711 Cleveland 
residents was a homicide victim last year, 
These same data showed Cleveland 
reflecting a 23.5 percent overall increase 
In serious crimes against persons and 
Property during the past year. More than 
150 homicides have already been recor- 
ded in Cleveland this year. it is thus not 
Surprising that a Congressional Commit- 
tee has pinned on Cleveland the 
labelMurder City, U.S.A," 

There is something even more disturb- 
ing about these figures. The vast majority 
of the victims of this composite of robbery, 
rape and homicide are black, and there 
are elements in the black community in 
Cleveland and in other large metropolitan 
communities who direct their angers and 
frustrations against the police rather than 
the criminats. 

For example, last week's 
Elyria, Ohio, accompanied by widespread 
es burning, was triggered by the 
fatal ting Of a 19-year-old black youth, 
& suspecied burglar, by a white policeman. 
Even though city officials promptly 
Suspended the policeman, Pending an in- 
vestigation of the killing, certain elements 
In Elyria, largely composed of young 
blacks, seized upon the incident to spark a 
wave of looting and burning, rock 
throwing and retaliation against innocent 
white civilians. 

Yet, in Cleveland, the robbery of two 
black churches by black thugs, has

created little more than a ripple in the 
community, which just a few weeks ago, 
was ready to open warfare against the 
police in the killing of a black motorcyclist 
during a police chase through city streets 

Granted, that there are too many 
policemen in our metropolitan areas who 
regard their shields as a license to kill 
blacks, the fatalities are negligible in com- 
parison with the mounting number of 
blacks being killed, mugged, robbed and 
raped, by their own kind. 

We simply can't have our cake and eat it 
too, Police concern about crime in black 
areas is admittedly low.Courts are guilty 
of tempering justice where both the victim 
and the defendant are black. This almost 
amounts to judicial sanction of the theory 
that black lives and black property are not 
nearly as important as white lives and 
white property, 

While serious individuals and 
Organizations are crusading for realistic 
gun controls that will discourage the sale 
of cheap handguns, and restrict the sales 
of other weapons to those possessing un- 
Savory, even criminal records, most black 
communities are becoming armed camps 
in which the “soldiers” because the 
targets are both convenient and largely 
unprotected, turn their weapons on their 
friends and neighbors. 

ere should no end for crusades to 
improve the numbers and the qualifica- 
tions of law-enforcement officers in our 
major communities, but it's time we quit 
wearing bleeding hearts on our collective 
sleeves for the criminals, who, more and 
more, are turning our neighborhoods into 
islands of terror.

Last week he assembled his PUSH 
organization in Philadelphia for a soul 
searching convention. On auch occasions, 
Jesse Is at his best. 

One thing | can say about Jesse is that 
he is an excellent phrase maker, He can 
put paces sherpa into simple D aa 
ments that people can grasp even if they 
don't understand. He stimulates. them to 
want to know. 

His speech at the opening of the PUSH 
conference in Philadelphia covered the 
whole kaleidoscope of our problems. To 
not a one of these problems did he offer a 
detailed solution, but he did focus on 
areas of solution. 

Jesse Jackson has a talent for arousing 
and stimulating people. He exudes sin- 
cerity. He has the forensic flair of his men- 
tor Dr. King, however, not thé smooth 
rhetoric and philosophical penetration. 

In his Philadelphia speech, Jesse said 
some things to which we ought to pay at- 
tention. As to PUSH, he said: 

“The mandate of PUSH Is to symbolize 
the dawn of a new beginning. As we 
search for our place in the time and space, 
there is one thing certain: second only to 
dying about nothing, is to five about 
nothing. To live is to suffer. To survive is 
+to—find- meaning-in- the suffering." 

On the problems black people face 
today, he touched on many subjects. He 
said: 

“Understandably, though unfortunately, 
there is a negative cloud of icism 
hanging over our heads, a sense of futility. 
Even in the days of deepest segregation, 
there was a deep resistance to iciam, 
@ sense of, “we can make it. I'm little but 
loud, poor but proud. The blacker the 
berry, the sweeter the juice. Black is 
honest." 

“But now a sense, of "I can't make it,” 
has un to set In, The self-destruct syn- 
drome Is gripping more of our people each 
day. Many of the gains made yesterday 
assumed that a struggling, more deter- 
mined and more enlightened generation 
would pursue the course and mplement 
the programs. 

“There are too many who drift into the 
mediocre and disgulse it under the 
language of militant disgust: as if to 
achieve less than excellence |s a great ac- 
complishment, 

“Too many of us, ‘marry, but divorce," 
Too many of us, “get a job, but won't 
produce." Too many of us, “get a healthy 
body, but destroy it. Too many of us, ‘get 
rights to vote, but won't register to vote.” 

“There are reasons for it, but there can 
be no seasons for it. Let us analyze 
closely: we must assess the era of our 
movement, and thus the em is. Dr, 
King led us in an era called civil rights. It 
was a pilgrimage out of humiliation. It pro- 
cured our right to have rights just as 
others had, 

“But movements move on. We've 
evolved to an era of silver rights: which 
was 80 profoundly put upon our minds by 
economic giants such as the Honorable 
Elijah Muhammed, S.8. Fuller and A.G. 
Gaston. For what does It matter to have 
pe rights without silver rights? We need 
both. 


“We hawa.the right to go to school, but 
can't pay the tuition-we need silver rights. 
We-have the-right-te take:% vacation: 
~ we need silver rights. We Have 
the right to vote, but can’t finance a cam- 
pelgn ~ we need silver rights. 

“The average black politician gets his:

votes from black and oats from whites. 
Thus, his loyalty is split. But movements 
move on, éven if they overlap. We're now 
in the ere of social justice. We want equity 
and - our share of freedom and re- 
sponsiblilty - our share of money in our 
banks - our share of ple insured by us - 
our share of medical coverage - our share 
of police and firemen - our share of educa- 
tional Institutions. 

“But a8 moral agents, we have a dual 
mission: to get equality in soclety. But the 
‘eligious imperative bids us to transform 
socletto restructure it, to alter its values. 
We n't need equality in a burning 
house, We need water!" 

On civil rights he said: “it is the duty of 
the civil rights movement to protect past 
gains, and create new victories.” This is a 
good admonition because so many of our 
people think we have won final victories in 
this field, 

The fiery Reverend issued a warning. He 
said: “black institutions are in jeopardy. 

“Our homes and families are threatened 
by the economic depression and Jobless- 
ness that plagues our community. 

“Our Institutions of higher education, 
black colleges, are threatened by the lack 
of adequate funding and the brain drain in 
which our best minds and best athletes 
are attracted to other schools, allegedly 
for better opportunities for development, 
but_often_for-exploitation. 

“The economic institutions of the Black 
community are threatened by the general 
depression conditions combined with in- 
flation that is widening the income gap 
between black and white families. 

The Black press is threatned by the 
constant unwillingness of ead major.cor- 
porate advertisers to support them as they 
do the white pane ~ and the fact that the 
white Daily Press is increasingly using 
“special supplements’ designed ex-. 
clusively for, and circulated exc usively in 
the black community. 

“Our other community Institutions in the 
area of culture, such as record companies, 
are under attack through such invest- 
igators as the ‘Newark-Burg’ trials, which 
are being used to create a public image of 
these companies as rampant with corr- 
pution and, therefore, bait for their white 
companies to pick off the best artists and 
entertainers to increase their own profits 
while there is no Investigation of scandal 
in. their Qqwn operations. 

“Black elected officials in many parts of 
the country, as public figures, are under 
attack. Not for an Proven wrongdoings, 
but simply implied charges of mis- 
conduct,” 

He further warned that: “Our ethical 
We've changed 
from will power to power. We've 
changed to Pushing dope in our veins, 
rather than building homes (love. and 
trust).” 

On the subject of housing, he said: 
Loose, decadent conduct. “When you ad- 
just to slums and act slummy, you are not 
going to hell, you have arrived! It is bad 
that you don’t have community control, but 
you no longer have self-control. Nothing is 
more tragic than concessions. to slums, 
with adjustment... and no applied tension.”
